coive their congratulations on this
anuspicions day with & mind con-
stantly agxions for the honor and
welfare of our conntry and can only
sy that the force of my abilities,
didod by an integrity of heart, shall
he atudiously pointed to the support
of its dignity and the promotion of
it prosperity and thpinm. *

The patriotic and thanksgiving
sorvioes on that day were held in
8t. Paul's church, and Alexander
Hamilton deliverad the chief ad-
dress of the day. Mres. Martha
Washingtom attended thesos exerois-
e with Vies President Adams, the
lnadies of his fnmily and many mem-
bers of the semate and house of re.
